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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant states that examiner's analysis of 
Ben-Ze-eve is inaccurate, since Ben-Ze'eve does not send confirmation signals indicating that the applicant has modified its operation as 
commanded by the remote controller. The examiner disagrees, as stated in the rejection, wherein the examiner also cited (col 5, line 47- 
62) in addition to col 13, line 44-50 wherein Ben-Ze-'eve discloses that when an appliance has finished a task (i.e. kettle finished boiling 
water) the appliance will send such confirmation to the remote. The examiner is unclear on the applicant's position considering the above 
pasage, in that is the applicant stating that the kettle wasn't activated by the user via the remote? The applicant states that the 
examiner's reliance on Shintani is unwarranted since Shintani does not determine which TV's have not tranmitted confirmation signals 
indicating they have modified their operation. The examiner disagrees. Initially, it is noted (col 2, line 39-56, col 4, line 31-37) wherein 
Shintani discloses that the remote receives confirmation or error signals or requests for additional information from the appliance if unable 
to execute the current user request. Thus if the TV sends an error signal or requests additional information, this is 
notificaiton/determi nation which appliances have modified or have not (may be pending... i.e. need additional information) their operation. 
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
